Possible Showers. 

Tomorrow's local weather fore- 
cast mentions possible showers, 
and predicts little change in tem- 
perature. For Missouri, the pre- 
diction is partly cloudy skies and 
continued heat. The weather is 
a more important factor in de- 
termining the size of the vote 
in rural districts than in the city. 

Estimates of the vote to be cast 
in the city varied from that of 
Chairman Frank d. Ramacciott! 
of the Election Board, a total of 
100,000, to the higher figures of 
the party committee chairmen. 
Chairman John J. Dwyer of the 
Democratic City Committee said 
he expected 60,000 to 70,000 Demo- 
cratic votes, and Republican 
Chairman Louis J. Reidel thought 
the Republican vote might reach 
125,000: other Republican guesses 
were smaller. 

The city registration is 343,830, 
and that of the county 125,782. 
John Q. Brown, County Election 
Board chairman, é@stimated a total 
county vote between 35,000 and 
40,000: party leaders agreed that 
the vote would be comparatively 
light. A chief factor in getting 
out the vote will be the contests 
for jocal and minor nominations, 
especially those for magistrates 
and constables. 

Criticism by Board Man. 

Ramacciotti, when advised that 
the Sixth Ward Regular Republi- 
can organization had summoned 
all Republican judges and clerks 
of election in the ward to a meet- 
{ng yesterday at which they were 
urged to conduct an honest elec- 
tion, criticized the action as being 
a “bad practice.” 

Pointing out that the election 
laws do not prohibit the judges 
and clerks from attending politi- 
cal meetings, so long as they do 
not campaign for any candidate, 
he said, “Personally, I believe it 
ie a bad practice for any commit- 
teeman to call the judges and 
clerks to a meeting immediately 
before any election, particularly

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 5 
(AP)—President Truman, cham- 
pion of one candidate, watched 
silently from the sidelines at 
neighboring Independence today 
as Kansas City’s Democratic con- 
gressional candidates struck the 
final blows of a turbulent cam- 
paign. 

Complaints and counter-com- 
plaints of excessive spending and 
heated denials marked the climax 
of the race. With the President's 
political prestige involved, the 
Fifth District votes will write the 
verdict tomorrow. 

Although he has indorsed Enos 
A. Axtell to unseat Representa- 
tive Roger C. Slaughter, Truman 
has remained aloof from the hos- 
tilities since his arrival in Jack- 
son county Saturday, maintaining 
both his silence and his distance 
from Kansas City. 

He came home to vote:in the 


Fourth District with Mra. Truman 
and their daughter Margaret, now 
22, who will cast her first ballot 
tomorrow. The family will go over 
to Independence’s Memorial Build- 
ing precinct at 10 a.m. 

Jerome Walsh, the third can- 
didate in the three-way Fifth 
District race, telegraphed an ap- 
peal last night to Speaker Ray- 
burn of the United States House 
of Representative for a congres- 
sional investigation of campaign 
spending by both Slaughter and 
Axtell. He said it. amounted to 
the “makings f national 
scandal.” 

The reaction came quickly. Ax- 
tell, flatly denying Walsh's asser- 
tions, welcomed the proposed in- 
vestigation, saying his expendi- 
tures were well within the legal 
limits, 

Slaughter, calling Walsh's state- 
ment “ridiculous,” insofar as he 
is concerned, added he would like

MERCURY TUMBLES 
21 DEGREES HERE 
IN THUNDERSTORM 


Inch of Rain Falls in 45 Min- 
utes — Wind Causes 
Some Damage. 


The temperature tumbled pre- 
cipitously during the  thunder- 
storm which blanketed the city 
and county this afternoon, but 
Assistant Meteorologist A. A, 
Rausch said the relief would be 
only temporary. 

From a high of 90 degrees at 
1:30 p.m,, the temperatures was 
down to 69 degrees by 3 p.m, at 
the height of the storm, Rausch 
said it would start climinb again 
as soon as the rain stopped, but 
he estimated it would not get 
above the high 70s or low 80s 
today. 

More than an inch of rain fell 
within 45 minutes. Water ran deep 
in gutters; but no reports of 
streets being blocked were re- 
ceived by police. 

High winds which accompanied 
the storm did some damage. Wires 
were reported down at 13 points, 
a tree fell on a house at 4258 
North Market street, a barn was 
blown over on Lindbergh road in 
Overland, and several trees were 
reported down in Richmond 
Heights. In University City, a 
large tree fell across North and 
South road at Shaftesbury avenue, 
blocking traffic temporarily, 

Last night was one of the 
warmest of the year, with the 
temperature at 80 degrees at 1 
a.m, Oppressive heat which pre- 
ceded the thunderstorm § today 
was attributed by Rausch to the 
humidity as much as to the tem- 
perature, Humidity was 62 per 
cent at 1:30 p.m.

IGHTNING SETS 
5 STORY BUILDING 
DOWNTOWN AFI 


Spectacular Blaze Im- 
perils Election Board 
Bldg. — Firemen Es- 
cape Falling Wall. 


Lightning struck the five-story 
building at 109 South Eleventh 
street, occupied by the United 
Bakers Supply Co., at 3:15 o’clock 
this afternoon, causing a spec- 
tacular fire which was seen from 
upper windows of office buildings 
downtown and from western sec- 


tions of the city. 

Albert KE. Flebbe, president of 
the United Bakers Supply Co. and 
owner of the building, estimated 
loss to the building at $25,000 and 
to his company at $10,000. He was 
cut on the head by flying glass. 

Flames, leaping 80 feet or more 
above the building, threatened de- 
struction or damage to adjoining 
business houses, Four alarms were 
sounded, bringing fire apparatus 
from all except the most distant 
parts of the city. 

A half-hour after the lightning 
struck, flames and yellow smoke 
were billowing from the upper 
windows of the building, but had 
not penetrated the roof. 

The Wholesale Furniture Co., 
with offices at 2921 Olive street, 
shared occupancy of the building 
with the Bakers Supply Co, Fur- 
niture was piled in parts of the 
upper floors of the building. 

Next Door Group Routéd, 

Next door, to the north, em- 
ployes of. the York Corp., 117 
South Eleventh street, makers of 
refrigeration and air-conditioning 
apparatus, were ordered to leave 
their building at 3:30 o'clock, 
when the fire appeared to be out 
of control, 

Burning debris from the build- 
ing threatened the roof of the 
Election Board building, city- 
owned structure on Twelfth boule- 
vard in back of the building on 
fire, Some of the sparks and 
smoking bits of linoleum and 
other inflammable material float- 
ed over Twelfth to City Hall, 

A large crowd gathered on ad- 
joining streets, in spite of the 
heavy rain. 

At 3:45 the upper story of the 
west wall of the roof collapsed, 
falling onto the one-story section 
of the Forshaw Stove Co., facing 
Twelfth boulevard, Firemen were 
working on the Forshaw roof at 
the time, and noticed that the wall 
was ready to collapse. They ran 
back to escape injury. 

12 Alarms in Half-Hour. 

A difficulty in fighting the fire 
was lack of equipment, since fire- 
men responded to more than 12 
alarms in the period between 3 
and 3:30 p.m. 

Windows were kept closed on 
the Walnut street side of the Fed- 
eral Building, but smoke seeped in. 
Government employes congregated 
in windows to watch the blaze, 
and windows in’ City Hall and 
other buildings affording a view

BRADLEY WARNS 
UN - J0B TRAINING 
ABUSES THREATEN 
FUNDS SCANDAL 


Veterans Administrator 
Says Millions of Dol- 
lars May Be Involved 
— ‘Irregularity,’ “Trick 
Practice’ Reports. 


MILWAUKEE, Aug 5 (UP) — 
Veterans’ Administrator Gen, 
Omar N. Bradley warned today 
that the on-thé-job training pro- 
gram for veterans threatens a na- 
tional scandal involving millions 
in federal funds, 

He said that reports of “irregu- 
larities’ have reached his office 


recently but that even without 
these “it is apparent that some- 
thing is wrong.” 

“From the outset, unscrupulous 
persons lost no time in taking ad- 
vantage of veterans training on 
the job,” Bradley told members 
of the United Spanish War Veter- 
ans at their forty-eighth National 
Encampment here. “The dishonest 
employer and the unthinking 
veteran have already infected the 
program in many states.” 

“Something is wrong,” he said, 
“when an on-the-job trainee can 
collect a $400 monthly wage in 
addition to subsistence—while a 
college student with wife and 
child must forfeit his $90 a month 
to take a full-time job for family 
support.” 

Varied Conditions Cited. 

Something is wrong, he said, 
when it takes three years to learn 
to be a stock clerk in one atate 
and three months in another and 
when training establishments low- 
er the beginning wage of its 
trainees by an amount equal to 
their subsistence allowance. 

He said both employers and 
veterans were resorting to “trick 
practices.” One garage owner in 
a Southern town, he explained, 
lowered the wage of a mechanic 
from $35 to $23 as soon as the 
veteran applied for training to be- 
come a foreman, The employer 
explained that the subsistence al- 
lowance would more than make 
up the difference. 

Another Incident Noted. 

In a large Western department 
store, Bradley said, both the ad- 
vertising and sales managers ap- 
plied for job training. One—the 
president's son drawing a salary 
of $700 monthly—was training for 
the president’s job. The other, 
drawing $600, was training for the 
vice presidency. 

“These trick practices stand in 
danger of besmirching a program 
that can offer honest and useful 
training to thousands of veterans 
who need it,” he said. 

Over-zealous Government agen- 
cies have aggravated the situation 
by using high-pressure methods to 
sell the training program to busi- 
ness, 

Further Control Hinted, 

Bradley said Congress has 
passed legislation tightening con- 
trols over the program, but added 
that he will recommend further 
changes if necessary, 

Bradley said action must be 
taken by both state and federal 
governments because of split re- 
sponsibility under education provi- 
sions of the G.I. Bill of Rights. 

Under the bill, state boards cer- 
tify establishments as qualified to 
give on-the-job training and su- 
pervise the training. The Veterans’ 
Administration grants approval, 
reviews the course submitted and 
pays subsistence allowances—$65 a 
month to single veterans and $90 
to those with dependents. 


BRITISH CLAIMING 
DAMAGED U.S. SHIP 
AS SALVAGE PRIZE 


LONDON, Aug. 5 (AP) — The 
derelict freighter American Farm- 
er limped toward England today 
under its own power and in es- 
cort of a United States destroyer, 
with the British loudly claiming it 
as a salvage prize worth perhaps 
$4,500,000. 

A maritime legal battle was 
shaping up with British news- 
paper headlines complaining that 
American’ ships had taken over 
the collision-battered freighter 
after a small British vessel had 
it in tow. 

The 8358-ton American Farmer 
which is operated by the United 
States Lines, and the freighter 
William J, Riddle collided 700 
miles west of Lands End Wednes- 
day. A passing ship took off the 
American-Farmer’s crew of 50 and 
six passengers and the 2039-ton 
British freighter Elizabete came 
alongside, attached towlines and 
started toward Wales. Soon after- 
ward the United States destroyer 
Perry, the United States Lines 
freighter American Ranger and a 
tug arrived, The Elizabete radioed 
its home office: 

“A crew from the American 
Ranger boarded the derelict and 
ordered our crew to leave, hauled 
down our ensign and hoisted the 
American flag.” The British Ad- 
miralty said it thought the mes- 
sage referred to the British mer- 
chant marine flag and not the 
Union Jack. 

The Farmer carried $2,000,000 
worth of wheat and dried eggs 
for England and London papers 


estimated the ship was worth $2,- 
500,000 additional. -

UPA AUTHORIZES 
UUTTON TEXTILE 
BUUSTS; CLOTHING 
LINENS 10 GO UP 


Garments Expected to 
Rise 6 to 8 Pct.—Sheets 
and Other Household 
Goods May Be Hiked 
17 Pct. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 (UP)— 
OPA today authorized cotton tex- 
tile price increases which will 
cause a 6 to 8 per cent rise in 
retail prices of cotton clothing and 
substantial price boosts for sheets 
and other household linens and 
piece goods. 

The increase, expected since last 
week, will mean increases of as 
much as 17 per cent in the retail 
prices of some cotton household 
goods, 

Cotton textile mills may increase 
their prices immediately. Increases 
in mill income as a result of the 
price revisions will amount to ap- 
proximately $500,000,000 annually 
or an average of 16 per cent, OPA 
said. 


Shirts, Shorts to Go Up. 

The agency said retail stores 
should feel the impact of the high- 
er priced goods in eight to 12 
weeks. The action means an ad- 
ditional increase in the price of 
cotton shirts, shorts and pajamas. 
Ceiling prices on these items re- 
cently were increased 11 per cent 
in a separate OPA action, 

The increases, directed by the 
new price control act, originally 
were expected to go as high as 
10 per cent for clothing. 

The mill level increase results 
principally from requirements that 
OPA base textile ceilings on: 

1. The market price of raw cot- 
ton, rather than the parity price. 

2. Prices of 1939-41, rather than 
those of 1936-39 as heretofore. 

OPA said that in calculating 
new textile ceilings it used as cur- 
rent cotton costs the average of 
New York Cotton Exchange Octo- 
ber futures during the period from 
June 23 to July 22. 

Price increases for major items 
of cotton textiles, expressed in per- 
centage over June 30 ceilings, are: 

Bed linens, 15.75; carded yarn, 
16 per cent; 100 per cent American 
cotton blankets, 15.25 per cent; 
combed yarn, 13.50 per cent; tire 
cord fabrics, 20 per cent; cordu- 
roy, 17.75 per cent; velveteen, 17.25 
per cent; denim, 21.75 per cent; 
cotton duck, 23 per cent; bed tick- 
ings, 16.50 per cent; ginghama, 
15.75 per cent. 

Outing flannel, 17.50 per cent; 
mitten flannel, 15.25 per cent; 
print cloth yarn fabrics, 18.25 
per cent; sheeting yarn fabrics, 
20.25 per cent; towels, 18.50 per 
cent; chambrays, 14.50 per cent; 
slack suitings, 18 per cent; osna- 
burgs, 17.50 per cent; seamless 
bags, 18.75 per cent; and blanket 
linings, 11.50 per cent. 

Other Boosts Expected. 

The rise was the first allowed 
for cotton goods under the new 
OPA act. Others were expected 
later. OPA said it would revise 
ceilings upward if the cost of raw 
cotton advances. 

It is possible the textile prices 
again will be revised in less than 
a month, OPA said. The agency 
favors making revisions no often- 
er than once a month, but the 
cotton textiles industry has re- 
quested some form of daily price 
revisions, Officials said the final 
policy would be decided later. 


CONTROL TAKEN OFF 
52 MORE ITEMS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 (AP)— 
OPA removed price controls to- 
day from another 52 items, in- 
cluding twist chewing tobacco, 
evaporated goat milk and such 
foodstuffs as imported crepes suz- 
ette. 

OPA said that any of the items 
specifically decontrolled under the 
new price control law will not be 
placed back under ceilings even 
though controls on major food 
items from which they are de- 
rived should be ordered re-estab- 
lished. 

Imported items Included In to- 
day’s list are: 

Angelica and angelica root, 
apricot kernels, rum cakes, bercy 
sauce, dehydrated sweet potatoes, 
carob-bean-honey bread or algar- 
roba, chicken fats, crystallized 
flowers, dried currants, goose fat, 
canned peeled grapes, canned 
green beans—haricot verts, Hol- 
land cheese’ sticks. 

Pickled limes, newburg sauce, 
Norwegian flat bread, canned 
pumpernickel, canned pumpkin, 
baled stockfish. 

These domestic 
items were included: 

Canned caponato, chopped egg 
plant relish, case hardening bone, 
chicken paste, fish pastes, salted 
sardine filets, sardine and tomato 
paste, canned trout, canned turtle 
meat, and canned vine leaves. 

Other items affected were: Ani- 
mal glands, bile and hog stomach 
linings, brewers’ wet grains used 
in animal feeding, canned beef 
flakes, distillers’ wet grains used 
for animal feeding, canned 
ground fish loaf, pickled water- 
melon rind and pickled cantaloupe, 
pearl barley in three-pound pack- 
ages or less, steamed bone meal, 
and frozen .tamales made from 
poultry, rabbit or any meat except 
beef, veal, pork, lamb or mutton. 

Also included were frozen 
peaches and apricots in packages 
of 10 pounds or more, imported 
processed citrus and imported

TOP GRADE HOGS 
HIT NEW HIGH 
CATTLE STEADY 


30 Choice Pigs Bring 
$25.15—Beef Animals’ 
Top Is $25.50 With 
Bulk at $15 to $16. 


Prices of top grade hogs, con- 
tinuing their stratospheric rise, 
reached a new record today at 
National Stockyards with a top of 
$25.15 a hundredweight, 65 cents 
above the record set last Friday 
and $10.35 above the former ceil- 
ing. Only 30 head commanded 
this price today with the bulk 
selling around $24.50, 

Cattle continued steady with a 


top of $25.50 while veal calves 
were up 25 cents at $18.25. Lambs 
continued steady at $22. 

A spokesman for the St. Louis 
Livestock Exchange pointed out 
that very few cattle being cur- 
rently received are sold at the top 
price with the average price being 
between $15 and $16, a figure be- 
low the old Office of Price Ad- 
ministration ceiling of $17.90, 

On the first three days of last 
week the steer run was about 4400, 
he said. Of these only 260 were 
choice grade selling for $23.50 to 
$26.50 while 94 per cent of the 
run sold at figures ranging from 
$13 to $23 per hundredweight. The 
result, he said, is that people can 
now buy meat of acceptable qual- 
ity for little more than they paid 
during price control but they can’t 
get choice cuts at these prices. 

Receipts estimated for today 
were 4000 hogs as against 3800 
last week and 4600 a year ago; 
cattle 6500 compared to 7200 last 
week and 6800 a year ago, and 
sheep 5000 today, 4600 a week 
ago and 4300 a year ago. 

Local flour millers are protest- 
ns against the new ceiling price 
on flour of $1.11 a hundred pounds 
which became effective last Fri- 
day, L. C. Chase, vice-president 
and general manager of Valier & 
Spies Milling Co., announced. 

Chase said the new ceiling 
forces millers to absorb an 8 per 
cent increase in freight rates and 
does not make allowance for the 
fact that many millers have large 
consignments of wheat on hand 
bought when wheat was selling 
for 26% cents a bushel above the 
old ceiling price. Chase estimated 
his company was long about a 
million bushels of the high-priced 
wheat on which it would have to 
take a loss of $100,000 at the 
present ceiling on flour. He said 
the company would continue to 
operate for the time being until 
a decision could be reached on 
how to meet the situation.

At Least 2 Dead — High 
Water Caused by 
Tremors Sweeps In 
From Sea.

CIUDAD TRUJILLO, Domini- 
can Republic, Aug. 5 (AP)—An 
intense earthquake and abnor- 
mally high waves caused heavy 


damage in 11 towns of this Carib- 
bean republic yesterday and took 
at least two lives. 

New tremors were felt today. 
This capital city was only slightly 
damaged. Although communica- 
tions with outlying points had not 
yet been re-established, incomplete 
accounts showed this damage: 

Matanzas—Completely flooded 
by high waves which followed 
the quake. Details still lacking. 

Nagua and Miches — Partly 
flooded by the rush of water 
from the sea, 

Moca — Municipal palace and 
market place destroyed. 

San Francisco de Macoris— 
25 to 35 private homes destroyed, 
many other buildings damaged, 
one killed, 

Santiago—Severe damage to a 
church, orphanage, stadium and 
cigarette factory, one killed. 

Puerto Plata—Piers partly de- 
stroyed. 

At Cibao, the country’s richest 
agricultural area, thousands of 
dollars of damage was reported. 

Old churches, dwellings and 
public buildings were reported 
wrecked, cracked and otherwise 
damaged at many other places on 
the north coast, where the quake 
and high waves did their worst. 

Unconfirmed reports from Mo- 
lina said the sea swept out far 
beyond the normal low tide point 
and then rushed back, carrying a 
number of launches onto the land. 

Of the towns more seriously 
damaged by the quake Santiago, 
with a population of 50,000, is 
the largest. 

Aid and rescue parties were dis- 
patched by the Government to the 
damaged towns. Efforts to reach 
the towns by telephone or tele- 
graph failed. Reporters were dis- 
patched to the towns for first- 
hand accounts. 

The Ciudad Trujillo docks suf- 
fered slight cracks and some 
ancient churches also were dam- 
aged. 

(The United Press correspondent 
at Ciudad Trujillo reported a tidal 
wave struck Puerto Plata, a sea- 
port of 4500 population on the 
northern coast of the island, and 
rolled inland a considerable dis- 
tance. The United Press dispatch

FUNK STUNG BY EVIDENCE 
HE PERJURED SELF AT TRIAL 


S.S. Official’s Affidavit, Called a ‘Hanging 
Document,’ Shows Defendant Knew of 
Loot From Death Camps.

NUERNBERG, Aug. 5 (By Ra- 
dio)—Dr. Walter Funk, who be- 
came Adolph Hitler’s stooge as 

resident of the Reichsbank and 

iniater of War Economy, bound- 
ed in his seat today as if stung by 
an adder when evidence was pre- 
sented that he perjured himself 
in recent testimony at the war 
crimes trial. 

On that occasion, the defendant 
swore he had no knowledge of 
gold teeth fillings and other val- 
uables which were rifled from 
extermination camp victims and 
deposited in the Reichsbank to 
the credit of the 8.8. Elite 
Guards. 

The new evidence was in the 
form of an affidavit described as 
a “hanging document” against 
Funk. It was dictated, read, ap- 
Lo ae and signed under oath on 
uly 15 by the top surviving 8.8. 
official, Obergruppenfuehrer Os- 
wald Pohl, who from 19384 to the 
German capitulation was Hein- 
rich Himmler’s deputy as chief of 
the 8.8. economic and administra- 
tion main office. 

Convinced that Funk and also 
Reichsbank Vice Président Emil 
Puhl! had lied on the witness stand, 
William J. Dodd, acting chief of 
United States counsel, determined 
to ascertain the truth. A member 
of his staff, Dr. Robert M. W. 
Kempner of the University of 
Pennsylvania, questioned Pohl in 
the Nuernberg jail. After five 
hours of hammering, the tough 
8.8. officer broke down. 

Central Disclosures. 

Hig central disclosures were as 
follows: 

Pohl accompanied Funk and 
Puhl on an inspection tour of 
the Reichsbank vaults, during 
which trunks and cases were 
opened and their contents were 
identified as loot from victims 
in concentration camps, 

In a personal interview, Funk 
arranged with Pohl that the 
Waffen S.8S. should have pri- 
orities for uniforms in view of 
1900 wagonloads of garments 
which 8.8. men had atripped 
from the dead at Auschwitz and 
other camps and delivered to 
the Ministry of War Economics. 

The diminutive Funk rolled in 
hie seat like a wounded frog and 
lared about the room as the af- 

fidavit was offered by Maj. F. 
Elwyn Jones of the British prose- 
cution during cross-examination 
of 8.8. Obergruppenfuehrer Baron 
Karl Franz von Eberstein, former 
police president of Munich. 

“TI remember clearly,” Pohl's 
document began, “two large busi- 
ness deals between my office and 
the Ministry of Economics and 
Reichsbank of Walther Funk. The 
firat concerned textiles from per- 
sons killed in concentration camps, 
Through Funk, Himmler endeav- 
ored to procure for the Waffen 
8.8. a higher allotment in distri- 
bution of materials for uniforms. 

“The other deal concerned busi- 
ness between my office and Dr. 
Funk regarding jewelry, rings, 
gold teeth, foreign exchange and 
other valuables from the posses- 
sion of persons, particularly Jews, 
who had been murdered in con- 
centration camps.” 

Called on Funk, 

Late in 1941 or early In 1942, 
the affidavit proceeded, Poh! was 
instructed by Himmler to get in 
touch with Funk and demand 
privileged status with respect to 
allotmenta for Waffen 8.8. uni- 
forms, Pohl] was to emphasize that 
the Ministry of War Economics 
was receiving from the 8.8. large 
deliveries of garments at Ausch- 
witz and other extermination 
camps, 

After a short wait fn the ante- 
room, Pohl was received alone in 
Funk's private office, He explained 
his instructions from Himmler. 

“It was openly discussed,” the 
document stated, “that we had 

earned preferential treatment on 
account of our large deliveries of 
old clothes from dead Jews. The 
meeting lasted around 10 minutes, 
It was a friendly conversation be- 
tween Funk and myself. He as- 
sured me that he would settle the 
matter favorably with the gentle- 
men concerned.” 

Not long afterward, Pohl was 
invited by Funk and Puhl to an 
inspection of the Reichsbank 
vaults and subsequently to dinner. 
In previous discussions with Puhl, 
according to the affiant, no bones 
were made of the fact that the 
objects delivered by the S.S. to 
the Reichsbank were jewelry and 
valuables of murder camp in- 
mates, especially Jews. They in- 
cluded watches, wedding rings, |. 
spectacie frames, dentures, 


other valuables. 

The quantity of plunder was 
gigantic, it was alleged, because 
the operation continued for months | 


the Plunder. 


“T myself,” the affidavit read, | 


“saw a part of these @ possessions 
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of people killed in death camps 
when President Funk. and Vice 
President Puhl eacorted myself 
and members of my staff on a 
tour of the Reichsbank vaults. 
Puhl showed us gold bars and 
other deposits. I recall exactly 
that trunks of objects from con- 
centration camps were opened. 

“At this time Puhl or Wald- 
hecker who accompanied him 
stated in my presence and that of 
my staff that a part of these 
valuables had been delivered by 
the 8.8. office. Then we went 
upstairs for dinner with Dr. Funk. 
There were 10 to 12 persons pres- 
ent. I sat beside Funk. Among 
other. things we talked about the 
valuables we had seen in his 
vaults. It was clearly stated that 
part of the objects came from 
concentration camps.” 

The huge volume of 8.8. pillage, 
most of which after expenses 
were defrayed found its way into 
the Reichsbank or War Eco- 
nomics Ministry, was Indicated in 
a series of reports covering the 
government-general of Poland 
which Jones placed in evidence. 
They were addressed to Himmler 
during 1943 by a Gruppenfuehrer 
and Lieutenant General of Police 
named Globocnik who was man- 
ager of an 8.8. department known 
as Oatindustrie, 


His detailed account shows that 
the country was swept clean, with 
locks and hinges taken from 
doors, feathers from beds, rags 
and old iron, underclothes, furni- 
ture, crockery and household 
utensils. One seizure was half a 
million dollars in American cur- 
rency, 


Women were favored victims of 
these thefts. A single list included 
15,637 feminine watches. There 
were 125 pounds of pearls valued 
at 4,000,000 Reichmarks. There 
were hundreds of gold and jeweled 
bracelets, rings, cuff links, 
brooches, earrings, tie pins, neck- 
laces and cigarette cases. 


The writer reminded Himmler 
that all vouchers dealing with 
these transactions “must be de- 
stroyed as soon as possible.” Glo- 
bocnik estimated proudly that as- 
sets appropriated under his stew- 
ardship would exceed 100,000,000 
Reichmarks at the official rate of 
exchange and probably two or 
three times that sum in the open 
market, 


He Wanted a Medal. 


In a final letter to Himmler 
dated Nov. 4, 1943, the Gruppen- 
fuehrer uttered a delicate hint. 

“During a visit,” he wrote, “you, 
Reichsfuehrer, held out to me the 
prospect that a few iron crosses 
might be awarded for the special 
performance of this hard task.” 


In defense of the Schutzstaffeln 
were mustered today three of the 
most formidable visages, tight- 
lipped and fierce, which have pa- 
raded before the tribunal, Baron 
von Eberstein could out-Karlot:

“The tense situation in Pales- 
tine did not arise accidentally as 
a result of some individual anti- 
British action unconnected with 
the general situation.

By skil- 
fully sowing etrife between the 
Jewish and Arab population and 
dividing the country into two op- 
posed camps, the initiators and 
followers of this policy are trying 
to consolidate forever the foreign 
rule in Palestine. 

“The result of this policy is a 
continual series of clashes and 
demonstrations, disturbances and 
territoristic acts, which have trans- 
formed this once peaceful country 
into a breeding place for conflicts 
~not only in the Middle East, but 
all over the world,”

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WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 (AP)— 
The Reconatruction Finance Cor- 
poration declared yesterday “a 
body blow had been leveled at the 
unprecedented shortage of men’s 
clothing.” It said the blow would 
come “in the form of 1,000,000 low 
priced, high quality suits and 
overcoats made of surplus fabrics, 
which should bein reaching retail- 
ers for ex-G.I. Joes and other 
near-threadbare American men 
within the next six to. eight 
weeks.” 

“It will be a bargain day for 
those who buy since the gar- 
ments, which are intended to sell 
at less than $30, will be superior 
in quality to clothing normally 
sold at comparable prices,” said 
an RFC statement couched in 
language unusual for that agency.

“In those two months,” Clark

But by today no customers had 
shown up and it begins to look 
now as though the Treasury may 
not sell any silver for a long time. 
There.is a shortage. Some in- 
dustrial processors reportedly are 
in such acute need that they have 
been melting down silver coins to 
make silver nitrate for photo- 
graphic and other uses. — 

So, when President Truman last 
Wednesday signed the new price- 
raising silver bill permitting the 
Treasury to sell some of its hoard, 
many persons thought there would 
be an immediate demand. But 
there was none and the Treasury 
knows of no prospective buyers. 
No official explanation was 
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forthcoming, but officials say that 
foreign speculators who have been 
waiting for the higher price are 
ready to sell, too. Buyers, they 
say, would rather deal with com- 
mercial traders than get involved 
in government red tape, 

The new law specifies that gov- 
ernment silver must be sold for 
at least 90.5 cents an ounce, The 
Treasury added a half cent an 
ounce for handling costs and made 
its price 91 cents, which also be- 
came the OPA ceiling. 

But the price of foreign silver 
can and may drop below this ceil- 
ing. Meanwhile, the Treasury is 
required to buy all domestic sil- 
ver offered it, provided it is of- 
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fered within a year after it is 
mined—and must continue to pay 
90.5 cents an ounce, 

In prior years, the Treasury 
could sell silver for 71.11 cents an 
ounce and buy domestic silver for 
the same price, although the 
world market price dropped to 
around 35 cents.

George Woods, speaker of the 
State House of Representatives 
and secretary of the commission, 
nervously returned to town today 
to keep a promise he would see to 
it personally that the G.I. faction 
was declared victorious. Woods 
was a leader of the overthrown 
machine and had fled in the re- 
volt with others, including Sheriff 
Pat Mansfield. 

The county quarterly court met 
shortly after noon to select a 
sheriff to fill the unexpired term 
of Mansfield who is at an undis- 
closed place. Mansfield has re- 
signed. 

Henry New Sheriff. 
Woods first announced 
Knox Henry, gasoline 
operator and overseas veteran, 
would be the new sheriff. Marns- 
field had urged that Henry serve 
out the unexpired term. A great 
cheer went up when Henry was 
presented the certificate of elec- 
tion. 

Henry received 2230 votes to 
1224 for State Senator Paul Cant- 
rell, boss of the old machine, who 
had tried to swap jobs with Mans- 
field.

Friday the General will receive 
from President Dutra the Order 
of Cruzeiro do Sul (Southern 
cross) for “distinguished service to 
Brazil.”

FAVORS REVISED RULES 
FOR SECURITY MARKETS 


Brookings Institute Says In- 
dustry Will Need More Funds 
Than in Thirties. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 (AP)— 
The Brookings Institution recom- 
mended yesterday that the Gov- 
ernment modify its regulations 
over security markets. 

Industry is going to need far 
more funds in the postwar period 
than it did in the thirties, when 
most of the rules were established, 
said the report of the privately 
financed research organization, 

The money will be necessary to 
expand industrial plants and to 
meet depreciation costs that will 
be greater than those of the thir- 
ties, it added. 

If the capital markets are to 
supply these funds efficiently the 
rules will have to be simplified 
and co-ordinated, the report said, 

It suggested that the Govern- 
ment should not pass upon the 
soundness of security issues and 
regulation should not go beyond 
preventing fraud. 

Other recommendations: 

Competitive bidding should not 
be compulsory for all types of 
issues. 

Stabilization operations during 
the period of inflation are suffi- 
ciently safeguarded by present 
stock exchange regulations. 

Brokerage and dealing opera- 
tions should not be safeguarded, 
The existing combination system 
has’ not been characterized by 
abuses. 

Direct placement of securities 
without the intervention of an in- 
tervention of an investment bank- 
er should be permitted, but should 
be subject to the same regulationg 
as public offerings. 

Decentralization of the invest- 
ment banking system is unneces 
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simplified by integrating federal 
security legislation, co-ordinating 
federal and state legislation, and 
exempting seasoned issues from 
the registration requirement. 

Registration procedure shouid be 
improved by simplifying the reg- 
istration statement and the pros- 
pects and by eliminating duplica- 
tion in registration statements. 

The provisions of the Securities 
Act regarding solicitations during 
the waiting period should be modi- 
fied by permitting oral offers 
without actual sale before the ef- 
fective date. 

A single standard of civil labil- 
ity in connection with securities 
issuance should be formulated,

Dulles spoke to an international 
conference of church leaders on 
the problem of world order, #spon- 
sored by the World Council of 
Churches, The 60 delegates elect- 
ed the New Yorker, a prominent 
Presbyterian layman, as confer- 
ence chairman. They voted to 
hold some of the four-day sessions 
privately despite Dalles’ pléa that 
this and all international gather- 
ings should meet in public. 
Continued Tension Among Powers. 

Dulles said the Russian-West 
tension “is not one that should 
frighten us for it is not new. 
There always has been tension 
among the big powers. The only 
thing that is new is that once 
they were concealed and now they 
are getting a full airing.” 

The council is seeking to chan- 
nel the world’s “moral and spir- 
itual forces” in order to “redeem 
the political life of the world from 
factire,” Dulles declared. 

“The Paris peace conference,” 
he said, “is being held primarily 
because some statesmen wanted 
fo give the conscience of the 
world an opportunity to focus on 
the problem of peace. 

“That particular conference 
touches only the fringes of the 
problem and provides only an in- 
adequate opportunity, but at least 
it is a beginning in the way of 
making peace through open proc- 
esses accessible to many, rather 
than through secret processes ac- 
cessible only to a few representa- 
tives of the great powers.” 

The exact vote on holding some 
of the Cambridge conference ses- 
sions privately was not disclosed. 
It was taken after Dulles said it 
would be ‘embarrassing’ to the 
American delegation, adding: 

“Either we shall have to accept 
open meetings or we shall have to 
stop urging them on others.” 
To Set Up Body on World Affairs. 

Dulles said the World Coun- 
cil, now including 94 Protestant 
and orthodox church bodies in 34 


countries, was establishing a per- 
manent commission on interna- 
tional affairs, 

“It will be our aim,” he said,*to 
advise how that commission can 
be organized to translate into reali- 
ty the aspirations of our Chris- 
tian people for a peace that will 
be just and which, if it be just, 
will be enduring.” 

The provisional committee of 
the World Council will hold ita 
first United States meeting from 
April 22 to 25, 1947, probably at 
Princeton University. The first 
world assembly is planned for 
1948, probably in Amsterdam. 

Dr. Henry 8, Leiper of New 
York, secretary of the World 
Council, said he hoped observers 
from the Roman Catholic church 
would attend the Holland meet- 
ing as they attended some other 
sessions of the organization during 
the formative stage. 

Churches and Politicians. 

Churches need to develop “new 
techniques to impress the politi- 
cians,” Dr. Frederick Nolde, dean 
of Mount Airy Theological Semin- 
ary’s graduate school, told the 
conference today. 

Dr. Nolde urged Christian lead- 
ers to “go the limit in applying all 
possible personal contacts” to 
bend the world’s political leaders 
toward Christian solution of 
political problems. He called on 
the churches to “attack the un- 
derlying causes from which wars 
arise,” 

Sir Alfred Zimmern, of Oxford 
University, declared the churches 
“must enter” the field covered 
by the United Nations Educa- 
tional, scientific and cultural 
organization. 

“Power politics have no place 
in UNESCO,” said Zimmern, who 
is a temporary adviser to 
UNESCO's preparatory commis- 
sion, “The task of the churches 
is to develop public opinion which 
will support the higher motiva- 
tions represented by this aspect 
of world organization.”

ugly profile that may be seen daily in Washington, The May expose 
discloses the pressures to which a great agency of Government—in 
this instance the War Department—can be subjected by a chairman 
of a committee who is in a position to forward or sabotage the in- 


terests of that department. 


In this instance the War De- 
partment listened to even the 
whispered suggestions of Congress- 
man May, the chairman of the 
House Military Affairs Committee, 
who did not hesitate to use his 
great power to advance the inter- 
ests of himself and his friends. 

It is trus that the War Depart- 
ment, on the face of the record, 
coulc not be said to have been 
valiant in defending the public in- 
terest against the forays of May. 
However, there is a reverse to this 
shield. To put it another way, 
what kind of pressure had Con- 
gressman May at his disposal so 
that, even in time of war, he could 
make the War Department, head- 
ed by such honorable men as 
Henry L. Stimson and Robert P., 
Patterson, jump at his sugges- 
tions when its only consideration 
should have been to defend the 
nation against a wily and re- 
sourceful cxternal foe? 

The answer lies in what might 
have happened to the War De- 
partment if it had consigned Con- 
gressman May to the nethermost 
regions and told him what in fact 
he was—a meddiesome, interfer- 
ing, intriguing, and unpatriotic 
little politician. 

The answer to this question was 
being spelled out for the edifica- 
tion of all departments by the 
Congress itself even as the Mead 
Committee was considering the 
improper influence of Congress- 
man May with the War Depart- 
ment. 

Jed Johnson Case Cited. 

The annual appropriation for 
the Department of the Interior was 
under consideration in the House. 
Congresaman Jed Johnson of Ok- 
lahoma, who has been defeated 
for renomination, has been chair- 
man of the subcommittee on In- 
terior appropriations that passes 
upon the amount of money that 
that department is to have for its 
annual expenses, and, just as Con- 
xressman May attempted to use 
the War Department as hia pri- 
vate preserve, so Congressman 
Johnson, taking advantage of his 
position, undertook to push the 
Interior Department about. 

I recall, among a number of 
instances, Congressman Johnson's 
insistence upon forcing an un- 
qualified man on the payroll of 
the Department of the Interior. 
He cheerfully created a new and 
unnecessary job and exempted it 
from civil service in order to 
give a political hanger-on more 
money for less work than he 
could otherwise hope for, 

This Congressman from Okla- 
homa was always looking for little 
favors for himself in the way of 


photographic services from Inter- 
jor and during the war, when the 
Office of Indian Affairs patriotic- 
ally decided that it could get 
along without the customary In- 
dian fairs, he insisted upon pro- 
viding money for the annual In- 
dian fair at Anadarko, Okla., 
which is the place where the 
great man lives. 

And then there is the famous 
instance when he stormily de- 
manded a fee of $2500 for a former 
law partner in payment for a 
routine probate court job in con- 
nection with an Indian estate for 
which a much smaller sum would 
have been fair compensation. 

Action by Interior Office, 

Unlike the War Department's 
acquiescence in Congressman 
May's demands, the Department 
of the Interior repelled the mean 
and petty exactions of Congress- 
man Johnson. The ineffable Jede- 
diah got another installment of 
his cheap revenge just two or 
three weeks ago, and 4n doing s0, 
demonstrated clearly why the 
great executive departments of 
the Federal Government are s0 
susceptible to the pressures of 
picayune Congressional tyrants 
and, in particular, why it was so 
¢asy for Congressman May to 
make the War Department jump 
through the hoop. 

Congressman Johnson drives 
his subcommittee with a _ tight 
rein, So he proceeded to gut the 
Department’s appropriations. And 
when I say “gut,” I mean just 
that. His “me too” committee cut 
the estimates prepared by the Bu- 
reau of the Budget from $350,000,- 
000 to $174,000,000 in defiant disre- 
gard of the recommendations of 
th® Bureau of the Budget and the 
needs of the department, or more 
than 50 per cent. 

Much of the money which Con- 
gressman Johnson proposed to 
atrike from the Interior Depart- 
ment funds was to provide jobs 
for veterans and to reclaim arid 
lands for veterans’ irrigated 
farms, so the Senate insisted on 
raising this amount to $247,000,000, 

The feud between Jed Johnson 
and the former Secretary of the 
Interior (Note: Ickes) was due to 
two factors: First, the refusal of 
the latter to permit any member 
of his staff to be smeared un- 
justly by fake patriots; and, sec- 
ond, his declination to pay for 
greater appropriations for his de- 
partment at the price demanded 
by Jed Johnson,

One development which could 
throw George's calculations out of 
kilter would be the election of a 
sizeable group of Congressmen 
committed to lower tax rates. In 
such an event, it Is conceivable 
that a “quickie” bill might be en- 
acted to take effect by midyear. 

George, however, wants 
avoid that kind of legislation and 
to draft, after full deliberation, 
a comprehensive measure which 
will enable all taxpayers to reck- 
on with considerable assurance 
just what they will be required to 
pay in 1948 and 1949, 

To lay the groundwork, he 
plans to name a budget subcom- 
mittee to meet with a similar 
group from the House during the 
long congressional recess and dis- 
cuss all phases of the tax program.

The first drafts on the $300,- 
000,000 advance the United States 
deposited in New York already 
has been drawn, they said, but 
exactly how much has been spent 
has not been determined. 

These officials, who would not 
be “quoted by name, said the ini- 
tial slice of the American credit 
would pay for “essential pur- 
chases” such as dried eggs, Amer- 
ican cotton, motion picture films, 
wheat and other food itema. 

Saved From Drastic Cuts. 

All these represent purchases 
such as the British made in the 
United States during wartime but 
which they say they would have, 
been forced to cut drastically had 
not Congress approved the much- 
debated loan agreement last 
month. 

Although the next purchases de- 
pend on availability of goods, 
these officials estimated that the 
$300,000,000 installment would last 
three to four months under pres- 
ent market conditions. 

Rising prices for scarce Amer!i- 
can products, they reported, are 
causing some British economic 
experts to favor delaying large- 
scale orders until the cost situa- 
tion shows some signs of level- 
ing off, 

Orders for machinery, needed

is twice as high as the birth rate; 
in the medium-sized cities the 
death rate is 300 per cent higher, 
and in the large cities it is 400 to 
500 per cent higher than the birth 
rate.” 

“In the political field it means 
that Germany cannot—even if her 
armaments industry were not de- 
stroyed—make another war,” Prof. 
Sauermann stated unequivocally, 

Facts for Study Bisewhere. 

Whether or not this population 
analysis is accurate, Prof. Sauer- 
mann’s words will be studied in 
Paris and Warsaw and other 
European capitals. If what he 
predicts is correct—and he refuses 
to be dogmatic—then the historic 
fear of the French with their 40,- 
000,000 people about Germany 
with its basic 60,000,000 is due for 
reconsideration, There is inherent 
in this trend the possibility that 
France’s population may eventu- 
ally equal and surpass that of 
Germany. 

Prof. Sauermann’s figure of 72,- 
000,000 Germans within Germany's 


present borders includes dispos- 
sessed Germans from Czechoslo- 


nations, who will soon be living 
within this country. 

Before the war a secret popula- 
tion survey was made by Prof. 
Sauermann and his associates 
which showed that by the year 
2000 Germany's population would 
be down to 43,000,000. However,

ualties and effects of the war, 
have revised this figure sharply 
downward. For example, it was 
assumed in 1943 that the German 
birth rate would be 1,182,000, 
whereas it was actually 1,122,000, 
In prefacing his report, Prof. 
Sauermann declared that “for 12 
years the Germans have been told 
that they are a young nation. In 
reality, however, Germany was de- 
prived of its young generation, 
That sounds like a simple state- 
ment, but most people in and out- 
side of Germany can imagine 
what this situation implies.” 


Estimate on War Losses. 

German war losses were set as 
follows: Total casualties—7,500.- 
000; 4,000,000 deaths in the Wehr- 
macht; 1,000,000 civilian losses and 
2,500,000 invalids in need of per- 
manent medical care. What this 
means to Germany today, Prof. 
Sauermann pointed out, is that, 
whereas in 1943 for every 100 per- 
sons fit to work there were 70 in- 
capable of work, in the coming 
years every working person will 
feed one person unfit for work. 

Germany is becoming a nation 
with “an exceedingly great num- 
ber of old men and women, with 
a severe decrease in the 20 to 40 
age group, weak population groups 
of 10 to 20 years old and a small 
basis of children six years old 
the report con- 
nued, 
“Another aspect of the war's 
effect on Germany is that there 
is a surplus of 4,500,000 women 
today,” Prof, Sauermann declared. 
“For every 1000 men there are 1270 
women.”

For Want of a Nail 


The absolute indispensability of automatic 
train control for the protection of passengers’ 
lives had hardly been shown. in the Interstate 
Commerce Commission's report on the Bur- 
lington wreck at Naperville, Ill., April 25 when 
it was shown again in the wreck of two 
Central of New Jersey trains at Bayonne last 
Friday night. 

Hardly a month passes but that this fact 
is proved over and over by the operating ex- 
perience of the railroads. Yet, as Joseph 
Hanlon reports from Washington, almost half 
of the collisions in the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1945 occurred on track that was not pro- 
tected even by the automatic block signal, 
which is the basic safety device on which 
automatic train control is erected. 

It is the same grisly story again and again. 
At Naperville the Advance Flyer made an 
unscheduled stop. The Exposition Flyer, fol- 
lowing it at a speed of 80 miles an hour, with 
only an interval of three minutes between 
them, was first warned by a yellow caution 
signal a mile and a half from the stopped 
train. At that speed it takes a mile to a mile 
and a half to stop—the distance varies with 
the grade and other factors, 

If the engineer of the Exposition Flyer had 
applied his brakes the instant he came in 
sight of the caution signal, 45 passengers who 
are dead might have been alive today. But 
it is depending too much on human fallibility 
to expect an engineer to see every signal and 
to react in a split second—and it is taking too 
big a chance to bet human lives on it. 

The Exposition Flyer crashed into the Ad- 
vance Flyer and the ICC savs the engineer 
was to blame. It would be more realistic to 
say that the Burlington Railroad is to blame. 
If it had had on its lines the device known 
as automatic train control, the engine would 
automatically have been taken out of the 
hands of the engineer and the train would 
have been brought to a stop. 

The ICC also points out that some of the 
heaviest casualties occurred in  over-age 
coaches, which should be replaced with modern 
coaches made for high speed travel. It should 
also be well noted that three minutes’ interval 
between trains is not enough. 

The Bayonne wreck repeated in every salient 
detail the incidents leading up to the tragedy 
at Naperville—the advance train brought to 
an unscheduled stop, the following train 
warned two miles ahead, the unnecessary col- 
lision. 

As Mr. Hanlon pointed out, the ICC is con- 
sidering whether all railroads should be re- 
quired to install automatic train control and 
other safety devices on all tracks traveled by 
trains at a speed of 50 miles an hour or more. 
The ICC should be on notice that firm action 
is expected, not merely further “recommenda- 
tions,” which railroads largely ignore. 

Some safety devices are so obviously indi- 
cated that high-speed passenger trains should 
not be allowed to operate without them. The 
safety and communication equipment dating 
from the gaslight era is not good enough today.

In Detroit Saturday, Walter P. Reuther, 
the peppery president of the CIO United Auto 
Workers, attacked the industry’s big three— 
Ford, Chrysler and General Motors—for creat- 
ing a “myth” when they said supplier strikes 
were the principal cause of low output. 

But in Detroit on the same day, Emil 
Mazey, a director of the CIO United Auto 
Workers, said the union was preparing to re- 
duce production at Ford’s by 50 per cent 
through cutting off supplies of clutches. 

The UAW, Mazey explained, is on strike at 
the Long Manufacturing Co., which produces 
clutches for Ford. Stoppage of the flow of 
clutches from Long could be made up by the 
Continental Motor Co., another Ford supplier, 
but Mazey says, “We are not going to permit 
it.” This even though the union apparently 
has no current grievance against Continental. 

So Mazey gives solid substance to the charge 
which Reuther, the head of his union, calls a 
“myth.” He also lays Reuther open to the 
accusation of irresponsibility and inability to 
discipline his organization—to say nothing of 
a penchant for getting his propaganda wires 
crossed. 


The public suffers while the UAW bickers. 
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The Only Sound Base 


In the primary election tomorrow, sharp 
issues are difficult to find and there are few 
candidates with personalities so colorful as to 
inspire a great interest in the absence of issues. 

Yet when the composite judgment of the 
voters is tallied, the results will not reflect 
a mystic “will of the people,” but the total of 
the actual votes cast. If the casting of votes 
is left to the machine organizations of politics, 
the result will be machine rule, 

If, on the other hand, a good number of 
independent voters go to the polls, the re- 
sults will be a truly popular government. The 
individual man or woman, alone in the voting 
booth with his ballot and his conscience, is 
still the only sound base for a democratic 
society. 
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Spicuzza’s “Clean Bill” 

Joseph (Bombie) Spicuzza, Fifth Ward Re- 
publican boss, asserts in the letter column 
that repeated election irregularities in his 
ward can be blamed to laxness in the Election 
Commission's appointments of poll workers. 
He is partly right. However, Spicuzza does 
not put over the further suggestion that he 
himself is white as the driven snow. Too 
much evidence argues that he, rather than 
the commission, is at the root of the trouble, 

“Politics,” said Spicuzza two years ago, “is 
just a hobby with me. I don’t make a thing 
out of it.” Nevertheless, it was worth $3000 
of Spicuzza’s money to buy off Nick Polito, 
a rival contender for Spicuzza’s Republican 
committeeman job. And it was worth a very 
great deal of trouble and expense to someone 
to arrange a startling Fifth Ward unanimity 
for Spicuzza's candidates. 

In one precinct, for example, Spicuzza’s 
candidates for Governor and Senator got 110 
votes and their opponents got not a one. Some 
ballots were marked before voters appeared. 
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Officials marked ballots of illiterate voters for 
Spicuzza candidates without explicit instruc- 
tions to do so. And now a padded registra- 
tion has appeared in Spicuzza's bailiwick. 
Spicuzza would like to have it believed that 
all this happened because the poll officials did 
not know their jobs. 

Maybe Spicuzza did not recommend “a single 
clerk or canvasser’” to the Election Commis- 
sion. The fact remains that electoral monkey- 
shines persist in Spicuzza’s district, and that 
he, as an extremely effective political boss, 
could put a stop to them if he wanted to. 


Hence it is very much to the point to repeat 
our previous suggestion: for the sake of the 
party reputation, Mayor Kaufmann and other 
Republican leaders would be wise to keep a 
sharp eye on Spicuzza. So, of course, should 
the Board of Election Commissioners. 
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War in Palestine 

The Jewish underground’s threat to launch 
“new blows against our British enemies” indi- 
cates that Palestine’s Jews do not regard 
their bloody attacks as terrorism, but as war, 
Probably they consider the recent plan for 
partition of the country as a declaration of war. 

Under this plan, admittance of 100,000 home- 
less European Jews into Palestine would de- 
pend upon acceptance of partition. President 
Truman proposed such immigration a year 
ago: now after unconscionable delay it is being 
used as bait for an imposed political device. 

The partition plan has two flaws. One Is 
that it would restrict 600,000 Jews to only 
1500 of Palestine’s 10,000 square miles. The 
other is that both Jewish and Arab provinces 
would, as the New York Times puts it, “have 
considerably, less autonomy than was enjoyed 
by Britain's American colonies in the eigh- 
teenth century.” The British-controlled fed- 
eral government would direct police, defense, 
foreign policy, communications and broadcast- 
ing in Palestine. 

Partition on these terms would leave the 
Holy Land a British military colony, able per- 
haps to secure Britain's oil interests in the 
Middle .East, but remaining a constant scene 
of oppression and terroristic reprisal. Fortu- 
nately, the scheme is not likely to be accepted. 
Both Jewish and Arab spokesmen have rejected 
it, and the reaction of the United States Gov- 
ernment has not been favorable. 

Yet the surgery of partition within federated 
confines may be the one workable solution to 
the immense Palestine problem. A fair divi- 
sion of Jewish and Arab interest, with the 
opportunity for rescue of more of Europe's 
homeless, may be the only way to begin build- 
ing a state where Arabs and Jews can live in 
mutual trust. It may be the only way of 
creating a Jewish home, as promised by the 
mandate, which is Britain’s only legal excuse 
for being in Palestine. . 

The Anglo-American Commission, and the 
British and American Governments, should re- 
work the principle jnto a sound proposal, They 
should recognize that Europe’s Jews must mi- 
grate or die, that Jews and Arabs together 
must have a real voice in their own rule. If 
Britain and the United States find a just 
answer to these questions, they can be assured 
of the support of UN, and the world, for 
creating a new peace in Palestine, 
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Brand-New College 


The United States built 50,000 planes in one 
year, 7,000,000 tons of ships in eight months 
and armed services of 13,000,000 men in three 
years. Is there any reason why, in a nation that 
can do things like that, any boy or gir], particu- 
larly any veteran, should not have access to a 
college education this fall if he wants it? 

Dr. Stephen E. Epler, an Oregon educator and 
an ex-Navy man, thinks not, and he has de- 
veloped a simple scheme for creating tempo- 
rary colleges. 

One of the great difficulties has been the 
lack of college buildings and housing for stu- 
dents. Dr. Epler got around the obstacle by 
setting up his new college at the ghost town of 
Vanport City, which during the war was Ore- 
gon’s second largest urban center, In Vanport 
Center College, students and their families 
rented the cottages left vacant by Henry 
Kaiser’s shipyard workers, and soon the town’s 
nursery schools, stores, movies and hospitals 
came back to life to serve them. 

The summer session has been successful, and 
a larger enrollment is expected this fall. Van- 
port Center College has done so well that the 
State of Washington is setting up a college like 
it at Vancouver, 

As many more like it should be set up as fs 
necessary to supplement existing colleges in 
the task of making a higher education avail- 
able to every youth who wants it. 
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How About Korea for Koreans? 

Gen. MacArthur’s assertion that, under the 
circumstances, the people of southern Korea 
manifest an “increasing desire for continuance 
of the American Military Government,” has 
received from Kilsoo K. Haan, Washington 
representative of the Sino-Korean People's 
League, the comment it merits. “The majority 
of the Koreans in Korea desire an early re- 
moval of all United States-Soviet occupation 
troops from Korea,” he says. 

In other words, if a country is under a for- 
eign heel long enough, it soon matters little 
whose heel it is. The Russians are trying to 
force their political ideas on the Koreans in 
North Korea. The Americans are doing es- 
sentially the same thing in South Korea. The 
gist of the whole affair is that the only people 
in Korea who. aren’t making the political deci- 
cisions are the Koreans. 

The whole Orient is watching Korea, watch- 
ing the Russians, and—as it is most pertinent 
for us to understand—watching the Americans. 
Until Korea can be unified—and the Soviet 
Union allows no likelihood of it at the moment 
-——the Koreans in the southern part of the 
country should be allowed to make their politi- 
cal decisions freely, without any attempt by 
the military government to give preference to 
any group, as it has been doing. Meanwhile 
the United States should be pressing vigorous- 
ly for unification of this unfortunate country,

The One Defense Against the Atom

Public Opinion 


Special Army study concludes that “only sure defense now is politi- 
cal defense,” columnists report; our monopoly of atom bomb will 
of not last; military men think one rocket fusillade might kill third of 
population; say international co-operation is sole hope for safety.

Some months ago, in the businesslike 
Pentagon offices occupied by the General 
Staff of the United States Army, a group 
of young soldiers set forth on a strange 
adventure, The individuals in the group 
cannot be identified, but it can be said that 
they were the best the Army had. 


Their task was nothing less than to de- 
termine the strategic situation of the 
United States, as revised by the new weap- 
ons of the Second World War. The bomb 
that dropped on Hiroshima created a sit- 
uation without precedent in history. 


Until the year 1945, no nation needed to 
worry very much about what its strategic 
situation really was. Instinctively, island 
powers built fleets; land powers with trou- 
blesome neighbors fortified frontiers, and 
little powers threatened from nearby 
sought alliances with large powers farther 
afield. 


From the time of the great Pharaoh 
Menes to the time of Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt, it was a reasonably simple busi- 
ness. The bomb changed all that. 


Confession of Weakness 


It has been said with reason that these 
young soldiers’ adventure was a strange 
one, The adventure itself was far less 
strange than its conclusion. History shows 
no previous case in which military experta, 
asked for advice on national defense, 
frankly confessed that adequate armed 
forces, adequately equipped and supplied, 
did not constitute a defense that could be 
depended upon. 

We have heard innumerable hints that 
the services regard world organization and 
collective security as foolish, empty busi- 
nesses. Perhaps some members of the serv- 
ices hold this view. Yet the final conclu- 
sion of the chosen experts has been 
summed up in the statement: “The only 
sure defense of this country is now the 
political defense.” 


That means a working, effective interna- 
tionalization of control of atomic energy, 
with adequate and genuine safeguards. 
That means collective security, That means 
a working, effective world organization, 
capable of settling any problem of world 
affairs by peaceful means. These things 
are the political defense, 


Grim Logic About Bomb 


The best road to understanding is the 
road the soldiers followed themselves—the 
road of logical analysis. Their assump- 
tions were as simple as they were grim: 


(1) Unless present trends are reversed 
by political action, all major powers will 
shortly possess atomic armaments. The ex- 
perts estimate that other powers will have 
the secret and the bomb in a measurable 
period, which may be as long as 30 years, 
but may also be as short as five years. 

Furthermore, they expect that all powers 
will meanwhile prepare extraordinary new 
means of launching atomic explosives 
against their enemies. Rockets of im- 
mense range and speed, the perfection of 
which is now known to be possible, will 
be guided to their objectives by new elec- 
tronic devices. These long-range rockets 
will ultimately be the main offensive 
weapon of every national armament. 

(2) The new weapons, used en masse, 
have the terrible capabilities which imagi- 
nation commonly attributes to them. The 
experts smile wanly at those who assert 


y 


that the atomic bomb is “just another 


bomb.” 


In brief, expert opinion holds that a 
single fusillade of atomic bombs will be 
capable of killing a third or a half of the 
people of a great nation, and demolishing 
an even higher percentage of its produc- 
tive capacity. 

Having made their assumptions, there- 
fore, the soldier students proceeded to their 
estimate of the future situation of the 
United States under the conditions they 
had pictured. 


U. S. Is a Tempting Target 


First they discarded the hope that a new 
miracle of science would provide a com- 
plete defense against atomic attack. And 
only a few rockets will be enough to do 
the job, when three atomic bombs can flat- 
ten Washington, and 10 can transform the 
vast megalopolis of New York into a heap 
of rubble. 


The experts then examined the United 
States as target. In a mere instant, as 
history counts years, we shall cease to be 
the sole great power beyond range of ef- 
fective attack. We shall become instead 
a target more tempting than any other 
great power, and more vulnerable than 
most, 

Our cities contain the bulk of our popu- 
lation, They contain also every important 
component of the richest productive com- 
plex the world has ever known, And thus 
well-placed destruction will take a toll 
which is beyond imagination, and can only 
be calculated by the remorseless mathe- 
matics of the slide rule, 
Only Realistic Conclusion ~~ 

Yet the Constitution of the United States 
condemns this country—this rich and vul- 
nerable target—to letting the other fellow 
strike first. For who can suppose that 
any potential enemy will not instantly 
press his button and unleash his rain of 
death whenever our Congress begins to 
debate a formal declaration of war? 


The charge has been made of Inte that 
our services bristle with military fascists, 
Under the circumstances, surely, fascist 
soldiers would have recommended changes 
in the Constitution or played with the no- 
tion of preventive conquest. But this has 
not been done, 

Instead, the rmgost highly qualified of our 
military professionals have offered the 
earnest recommendation that we seek and 
insist upon a realistic, but peaceful, polit- 
ical solution of our strategic problem, in 
equal co-operation with the other powers— 
who all share the same problem with ua, 


With that recommendation, the official 
studies concluded. But there is remark- 
able unanimity, among air and ground of- 
ficers, among the wiser scientists and 
among the more thoughtful officials at 
the State Department. When they discuss 
possible military defenses in the new age, 
the listener feels that they all suffer from 
a common nightmare. For it is a night- 
mare. Yet some day it might also become 
cold, hard, living reality, and so it must 
be described and understood.

Bridge for a Chasm 


REMINISCENCES, by Maxim Gorky, (Dover Publications, 
New York.) 

Only one of the great Russian masters 
was either capable of, or alive enough, 
to bridge the gap between the Czarist and 
Soviet regimes, That was Maxim Gorky. 
Now, under the very capable editing of 
Mark Van Doren, correspondence between 
rorky, and Chekhov, Andreyev, Stanislav- 
sky and Alexander Blok has been collect- 
ed into a volume of rare literary implica- 
tions. 

Mark Van Doren credits this collection 
with being a masterpiece, a tribute to the 
man Gorky, who refused to recognize Tols- 
toy as a saint, but did not refuse to see 
his power, his fierceness and the quality 
of intensity that makes him the best-re- 
membered Russian writer the world over. 


From the standpoint of literary produc- 
tion, Gorky approached few of his con- 
temporaries. But the correspondence he 
maintained with those contemporaries make 
this book as valuable to the study of Rus- 
sian literature as was Malcolm Cowley’s 
“Exile’s Return” to the story of American 
expatriates in the inflationary period of 
the ‘208 in France,

Van Doren pays particular attention to 
Gorky'’s concentration on the function of 
hands in the personal conduct of those 
contemporaries. @In speaking of Tolstoy, 
Gorky said, “I remember his keen eyes— 
they saw everything through and through 
and the movements of his fingers were as 
if he were modeling something of air.” 

And of Andreyev, Gorky sald: “He spoke 
hurriedly, with a dullish, booming voice, a 
crisp cough, his words slightly choking him 
while he waved his hands monotonously ina 
the air, as though he were conducting.” 


But now to another comment on Tolstoy: 
He “seemed a small man knitted and knot- 
ted with very strong roots deepinthe earth; 
in the flaunting scenery of the Crimea... 
he was at once both out of place and in 
his place. He seemed a very ancient man, 
master of all that surrounds him; a mas 
ter-bullder who after centuries of absence 
has arrived in the mansion bullt by him. 
. , »« He walked the roads and paths. with 
the business-like, quick step of the skilled 
explorer of the earth; and with his sharp 
eyes, from which neither a single pebble 
nor a single thought could hide itself, he 
looked, measured, tested and compared. 
And he scattered about him the living seeds 
of indomitable thought.”

In his letter to Stanislavaky, Gorky writes 
an imaginary play, in which he tells of 
a conversation between a son and mother, 
the essence of which, in dialogue, is: 

“T am atill young, mother, dear; there is 
no need to hurry.” 

“Don't hurry then, Kolenka. Only swin- 
diers need hurry.” 

To understand why Gorky crossed the 
monetary distance between Nicholas II 
and Lenin, one has only to read this col- 
lection of his postal conversation with oth- 
er Russian masters.

Lo! Virginia Led the Rest. 


Not long ago, the Times-Dis- 
Patch ran a series of editorials 
showing that economy might well 
begin at home in Senator Byrd's 
own State, which is so tightly 
controlled by his own machine. 
The figures presented by the 
Richmond paper were startling to 
Virginians who imagined them- 
selves as living in a Jeffersonian 
paradise with a State Govern- 
ment that was a proper debating 
society for the sons of gentle- 
men. 

Actually, as the figures show, 
Virginia has by far the greatest 
number of state employes in pro- 
portion to population of any state 
in the group of the 19 most pop- 
ulous. Ten of these states have 
actfially fewer employes than Vir- 
vyinia with its total in 1942—be- 
fore the wartime drain on man- 
power—of 16,300. This compared 
with 13,900 “ Jersey, 12,00Q 
in Missouri, and 14,600 in North 
Carolina. Yet these states all out- 
rank Virginia in population. 

When the figures are stated in 
terms of the number of employes 
per ‘individual citizen, they are 
even more atartiing. Virginia has 
one state employe for every 164 
citizens; New York has one for 
every 241 citizens: Pennsylvania, 
one for every 197; Hlinois, 876; 
Texas, 327: Michigan, 300; Massa- 
chusetts, 255.

ginia challenged these figures. 
He pointed out that Virginia has 
certain services, such as a state- 
operated liquor system, which 
other states do not have. But 
even with due allowance for these 
special circumstances, the Virginia 
figure looked high. 

As the Times-Dispatch pointed 
out, education, health and other 
services in Virginia are notoriously 
low. Finally, the paper showed 
that the cost of government in 
Virginia had risen just as fast as 
the cost of the Federal Govern- 
ment, and that the number of 
state jobs had been increasing at 
mn rate three times-as high as in 
the Federal Government when 
war activity was excluded, 

These figures put Senator 
Byrd's clamor for federal economy 
in quite a different light, They 
point up one of the startling con- 
trasts in this curious political 
year. 

The treasury of practically 
every state in the Union is stuffed 
with money, During the high pro- 
duction and high prosperity of the 
war, all that the states had to do 
was to open the tax gate and the 
money rolled in. At the same 
time, with no unemployment and 
no relief, the cost of state govern- 
ment went down, 


The Governor’s Advantage. 


Governors today can plan pub- 
lic works and build up their pay- 
rolls, which does no harm to an 
officeholder up for re-election. 
With the Federal Government the 
situation is exactly reversed. The 
greatest public debt in history 
hangs over the Chief Executive 
and his budgetary officers. 

State officials can prate about 
economy in Washington at the 
same time that they spend freely 
at home. This gives such political 
contenders as Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey a decided edge. The con- 
trast between rich and solvent 
New York state and debt-ridden 
Washington might be a _ potent 
factor in 1948, especially’ since 
most voters don't bother to look 
closely at Cause.and effect. 

Treasury analysts recently 
showed that the Federal Govern- 
ment spent 365 billions from 1940 
through 1945, and took in only 
165 billions in taxes. The states 
took in 58 billions in taxes and 
spent only 50 billions. That dif- 
ference adds up to a lot in politics 
as well as in money.

WASHINGTON U. REGISTRATION 
SECOND SUMMER SEMESTER 


A decrease of about 16 per cent 
in registration for the second se- 
mester of Washington University 
summer school under the enroll- 
ment for the first semester was re- 
ported today by Dr. Frank L. 
Wright, school director. A total of 
3225 students have registered since 
last Monday for the second semes- 
ter compared with 3845 students 
enrolled for the firat.

GREEK WHO STUDIED 
HERE BACK FOR VISIT 


Former Washington U. Man 
Now Director of Recon- 
struction at Home. 


Basil Kyriacopoulos, former 
Washington University engineer- 
ing student who is now director of 
the Greek ministry of reconstruc- 
tion, la visiting relatives in St. 
Louis while on an official mission 
for the Greek government, 

His mission is to look for new 
construction materials developed 
here during the war which might 
now be produced in Greece, and to 
learn about new construction 
methods and machinery, he said. 
The Greek government plans to 
use a $75,000,000 loan’ recently 
granted by the United States for 
purchase of such tools and ma- 
chinery, together with whatever 
needed building materials cannot 
be produced in Greece, he said, 

The rebuilding job facing the 
Greeks is an enormous one, which 
will take at least ten years to com- 
plete, the engineer asserted, The 
vast destruction wrought by Axis 
forces in the war left 18 per cent 


ings in which to live, forcing them 

to exist in caves, in make-shift 

tent arrangements in ruins or in

Twenty-five per cent of the na- 
tion's forests, 56 per cent of its 
roads, 65 per cent of its trucks, 90 
per cent of its larger highway 
bridges, and 100 per cent of its 
railroad bridges were destroyed in 
the war, according to government 
charts which Kyriacopoulos had 
with. him. 

“We are willing to do the work 
of rebuilding Greece,” he _ said, 
“but we must get the tools and 
machinery from the United 
States.” 

He praised the United States 
for its contributions of food 
through UNRRA, saying that the 
Greek people would not have been 
able to live through this year 
without it. As it was, he said, 
nearly half a million Greeks 
starved to death before this aid 
arrived, 

Rejected Communism. 

He asserted that the country 
now has achieved political sta 
bility with the rejection of Com- 
munism by the vast majority of 
the people. Agriculture is being 
restored and a good wheat crop 
is expected, with the first tobacco 
and raisin crops for export being 
ready this fall. 

Kyriacopoulos atudied engineer- 
ing in 1921 and 1922 at Washing- 
ton University, which he says en- 
joys a good reputation in Europe. 
He returned to Greece the follow- 
ing year at the request of the 
Greek government to work on 
building of housing for Greeks 
driven out of Asia minor by the 


of the Greek people with no build-| 
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Turks. He remained there doing 
private and governmental engi- 
neering work until the war. 

During the German occupation, 
he said he was in the Greek Army, 
serving as an intelligence agent 
for the Allies in Athens, where he 
headed a staff of 48 men reporting 
on airplane, submarine and troop 
maqyements. After the fall of the 
Nazis, he was assigned to British 
Army Engineers in the rebuilding 
of highway bridges, but took no 
part in the clashes between the 
British and the ELAS army.

CHURCHILL'S FAILURE TO VISIT 
CZECHS CITED; PRESS BLAMED 


PRAGUE, Aug. 5 (AP)—The 
National Socialist newspaper Svo- 
bodne Slovo wondered editérially 
yesterday why Winston Churchill 
had not visited Czechoslovakia, as 
it was tentatively announced he 
would some months ago, and con- 
cluded he was not coming be- 
cause of “the impertinence” of a 
portion of the Prague press.

California, Connecticut, Dela- 
ware, Idaho, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Massachusetts, Missouri, Montana, 
Nevada, New Jersey, New Mexico, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, 
Utah, Washington, West Virginia, 
Wisconsin and Wyoming. 


Local Action in New York. 
Both headquarters here expect 
their local New York organizations 
to carry most of the financial 
burden of the campaign in that 
state. 

Field outlays by both parties 
will go into congressional districts 
where each believes there is a 
chance of gaining a seat or danger 
of losing one. 

Republicans said they have 
drawn a bead on more than 50 
districts where the difference be- 
tween the Democratic and Repub- 
lican vote in 1944 was only about 
5 per cent. - 

The Democrats, with a larger 
current House membership to pro- 
tect, figure on national expendi- 
tures of some size in about 90 
districts. Officials said they are 
prepared to demand, in return 
for the party contribution, that 
the candidate in question be able 
to show that he has done some 
local organization work by setting 
up precinct and get-out-the-vote 
groups.

The 
majority of high school graduates don’t have any particular 
profession in mind, and it makes little difference for the first 
year or two in college, anyway, since you have little chance to 
take courses of your own option during the freshman and soph- 
omore years.

IF HIGH SCHOOL GRADUATES have previously carried 
newspapers and thus have acquired horse sense and business 
experience, they should make good college prospects.

Why Does “Chestnut” Mean a 
Stale Joke?

Worst of All Headaches

HE headache which comes 

with an attack of migraine is 

the atom bomb of all head- 
aches. According to those who 
suffer from it, the pain is pene- 
trating and of such intensity that 
even the slightest sound or faint- 
est beam. of light brings it to an 
unbearable pitch. 

Though as a rule the pain is 
only on one side of the head, the 
sickness, of which headache is the 
chief symptom, is an all-over af- 
fair. The headache may come un- 
announced, but often it is preceded 
and ushered in by disturbances of 
the eyesight which range from 
simple blurring to the appearance 
of balls of light and zigzag lines in 
technicolor,

OTHER PRELIMINARY SYM- 
TOMS are dizziness and confusion 
of speech in some instances. The 
headache itself is often accom- 
anied by sickness to the stomach 
and’ vomiting. 

The exact cause of migraine has 
not as yet been determined, nor 
has any sure methor of preven- 
tion been discovered. However, 
when an attack occurs, there are 
measures which often are success- 
ful in relieving the pain in many 
of the cases, These consist in the 
use of drugs which contract blood 
vessels, drugs which relieve pain, 
Rest and quiet, too, are important 
if the symptoms are severe. 

The drug which apparently has 
been found most successful in re- 
lieving the attacks in large num- 
bers of patients is one known as 
ergotamine tartrate, In about 
nine out of ten patients the injec- 
tion under the skin or into a mus- 
cle of this preparation will either 
lessen the severity of the attack 
to a great extent, or get rid of it 
altogether, 

It usually acts within a period 
of 30 minutes to an hour. The phy- 
sician will decide what dose of the 
preparation should be employed. 
It also can be taken by mouth, but 
it is much less successful when 
used In this way and seems to give 


relief in only about one-half of 
the cases, 
* * 

IT WOULD APPEAR that when 
enough ergotamine tartrate is 
given to relive the headache, it 
may cause sickness to 
ach, vomiting, and pains in the 
muscles. However, the vomiting 
may be prevented at times by giv- 
ing an injection under the akin of 
atropine sulfate along with the 
ergotamine. 

The prepartion should not be 
used in patients who have heart or 
kidney disease, or during preg- 
nancy. It also is not advisible to 
give it more than once during the 
day nor more than twice a week. 

There are number of pain-re- 
lieving substances such as the 
salicylates fhich also can be used, 
Bromides, too, are employed. With 
the proper use of these prepara- 


ations the condition may be re- — 


lieved. 

Of .course, in all cases of mi- 
graine, a careful study is made by 
the physician to determine, if pos- 
sible, what things may be con- 
tributing to it and these should be 
eliminated. 


Haddock 

Don’t turn up your nose at the 
humble haddock, You can make 
him into a truly epicurean dish 
if you will only devote a little 
time and attention to the matter, 

Mince up a clove of garlic very 
fine and let it cook for a couple 
of minutes in a little oil. Add two 
or three cups of tomato pulp, 
seasoned with salt, pepper, a little 
mustard and a liberal dash of 
oregano and basil. Drop in a bay 
leaf and an onion stuck with six 
cloves. 

Let the mixture simmer half an 
hour or so, until it has thickened. 
Then arrange three or four neatly 
trimmed fillets of haddock in a 
pan, pour the sauce over them 
and bake them in a moderate oven 
for half an hour. Serve with the 
sauce from the pan and garnish 
with parsley and wedges of lemon,

HYDE PARK, Sunday. 

OME of the papers in the 

Maine area made a good deal 

of the fact that, on my trip 
up to Campobello island, I could 
not stay overnight at a hotel in 
Portland because I had Fala with 
me. Since it was a hotel rule, the 
clerk was quite right to stick to 
it and I had no complaint. I did 
not know of the rule because I 
had fiever stayed in that hotel 
before, and I would not have 
telegraphed for rooms there if I 
had not forgotten the name of the 
hotel where I usually stay. I 
remembered this hotel because my 
son had stayed there when he 
made a speech fn Portland last 
spring. 

The fault was mine, since I had 
not mentioned that I would have 
a dog with me. And it made no 
difference because, when I stopped 
for supper in Yarmouth, I asked 
if there were any cabins nearby 
that would take me in with a 
dog, and I found a place at once 
and had a very comfortable night. 

* * * 

DURING MY DAYS in Campo- 
bello I was busy trying to decide 
with my son Elliott and his wife 
what we should do with the old 
cottages. 

Last Thursday, we all attended 
the ceremonies at Welchpool, a 
village on the island, where a 
stone cairn with a bronze tablet 
has been erected in memory of 
my husband, Many of the Cana- 
dian Government officials § at- 
tended, and our ambassador to 
Canada, Ray Atherton, made a 
very appropriate speech. People 
came from many nearby places. 
Dr. J. C..Webster, chairman of the 
Historic Sites and Monuments 
Board of Canada, spoke with great 
feeling, as did Lieut. Gov. D. L. 
MacLaren, whose son had spent 
some time at Warm Springs and 
had received a letter from my 
husband when he was stricken 
with polio. 

The head of the Board of Trade 
on the island, Mr. Calder, spoke 
of my husband’s early association 
with and love for the island. I 
think, however, that he attributed 
to my husband more personal 
choice in his first association with 
the island than he really had, since 
his parents first brought him 
there in the second summer of his 
life,

WHEN I MENTIONED this to 

my son, he remarked, “But you 


have entirely forgotten how pre- 
cocious father was, You know he 
always told us he could remember 
Aunt Kassie’s wedding, which he 
attended in his nurse’s' arms at 
the age of 4 or 6 months!” So per- 
haps Mr. Calder was right and my 
husband did express a desire to re- 
turn to Campobello after that first 
visit when he was about a year 
and a half old! 

There ia no question that, dur- 
ing all his childhood and youth, 
he loved the free life there, the 
sailing, the fishing and the walk- 
ing through the woods and over 
the rocks,

ON TWO of the days I was 
there, we spent several hours pic- 
nicking—one day on Penguin is- 
land with Mr. and Mrs. Bernard 
and their two fine boys, and the 
other day making the trip up to 
St. Andrews and eating our lunch 
on the boat. We found that our 
two small boys enjoyed being on 
the water as much as we did, My 
son and his family had had one 
day of deep-sea fishing before I 
arrived, and both the boys caught 
big fish and proved to be good 
sailors, rather to the native fish- 
ermen’s surprise.

HERE were two excellent, safe 
T ways of making the slam in 

today’s deal, but the declarer 
went wrong at the first trick. 


South, dealer.

The bidding: 
Routh West Worth 
1 diamond Pass 3 no trump 
6 diamonds Pass Pass 


West led the spade seven, and 
after one look at dummy, declarer 
tried the queen finesse, no doubt 
reflecting that success with either 
this or the heart finesse would 
clinch the slam. Unfortunately, 
the spade queen lost to the king, 
and later South guessed wrong 
in the heart suit, placing the 
queen with East, so the contract 
was down one, 

The spade finesse was absolute 
ly unnecessary in this deal—un- 
necessary and dangerous, The right 
line was either of the following: 

The spade ace ig put up, trumps 
are drawn in two leads, then 
South cashes the top clubs. He 
goes to dummy with a trump 
and returns the club jack, discard- 
ing his last spade. Weat, of 
course, takes the club trick, but 
now the club ten is established 
for a discard, and there is pat- 
ently no need for the heart queen 
finesse, 

The second method involves 
only the slight risk of cashing the 
top clubs before drawing trumpa. 
then using trump entries to dum- 
my to ruff away the remaining 
clubs, Now it is the simplest pos- 
nible matter to exit with a spade 
-—letting either defender capture 
dummy’s queen with the king. 
Clubs and spades being stripped 
from the North-South hands, the 
winner of the spade trick must 
return a heart, and thus declarer 
has the finesse taken for him.
